Just because your son stops his babyish tantrums 
will not mean that he has outgrown his angers and resentinents. 

Instead, he will express them in a more grown-up way. He 
will sulk, be grouchy or sarcastic and make himself generally 
disagreeable. His tantrums will\simply have taken another

Find out why he gets so angry; “then try to correct the 
cause, Since he is the oldest of your children, he may resent 
being treated like the younger ones, Give him more respon- 
sibilities and privileges; and treat him as the oldest child. See
